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THE FEAR OF WAR 


Prevents Rnglnnd From Settling tlic Cretan 


Question. 


London, Aug. 13.—George N. Curzon, 


parliamentary secretary of the foreign 
office, made a statement to the house 
yesterday, regarding affairs In the Isl- 
and ot Crete. He deprecated the forma- 
tion of any hasty opinion on the subject. 


here haii been a proposal o£ the powers, 


he said, to assist Turkey In effecting a 
blockade of Crete, but England had 
thought It advisable to look p. little fur- 
ther before joining in such a movement, 
it was a doubtful thing to Interfere be- 
tween sovereign and subjects, and es- 
pecially to suppress to some extent, ex- 
cusable rebellion. 


The government, he said, had declined 


to give the sultan, the assistance of a 
British fioet, without a quid pro quo in 
the shapu of a security, or guarantees 
to Crete. Lord Salisbury, he said, wag 
willing to consider Joining In a guaran- 
tee with the other powers. 
Mr. Curzon 


did not believe that any of the parties 
concerned favored 
the annexation oi 


Crete to Greece. 


The government, he added, had not 


abandoned hope of a solution of the dif- 
.ficulties. 
British men-of-war had ren- 


dered almost Invaluable assistance In 
preventing an outbreak of disturbances.

Irish members of-cries of "shame," and 
Timothy Healy exclaimed: "Why don't 
you take the side of the Christians'!" 


Mr. Curzon said that the government 


had tried to avoid taking sides. Some- 
tiling more permanent than had yet been 
suggested was necessary, he said, for a 
real settlement.

Arthur- Balfour, In reply, denied Mr. 


Fowler's statement. The government, 
he said, hud been unsparing In Its efforts 
to secure good government for Crete.

Aftei 
repeating Mr. Curzon's statements, Mr. 
Balfour concluded by saying that the 
government was conscious of Its respon- 
sibility for avoiding what might prove a 
catastrophe Incomparably greater than 
the horrors already heard of.

Watson Speaks On His Posi- 


tion, 


PAYS HIS RESPECTS TO THE 


WEST. 


Dilates Upon Gorman and 


. Sewall. 


New York, Aug. 13.—Tne World this 


morning publishes a. signed statement, 
written by T. E. "Watson,,the Populist 
nominee tor vine president of the United 
States. In this statement Mr. Watson 
says In part:

of consideration to tho enclosed letter 
addressed to you by James E. Field, 
chairman of the Board of Health, and 
by you referred to me, In which my 
opinion Is requested as to the present 
status of the membership of the Hoard. 


The record shows that James Hayles 


was 
nominated and 
confirmed as 
a 


member of the Board January 17, 180H, 
.Tnmes B. Field. M. D.,,January li, 1S34. 
On January 1C, 1894. Omer P. Porter, 
M. D., was nominated and confirmed 
as city physician for a term of thi'et 
years. 


The two first named were nominated 


under 
the authority of Section 8 of 


Chapter SO of the I'ubllc Statutes, v/lilch 
was taken from Sections' 1 -and 6 of 
Chapter 133 of the Acts of 1877, which 
act was accepted by a vote of the citi- 
zens and became operative In Lowell 
In November uf the year last named. 
This statute provided that the Board of 
Health should consist of the ."city phy- 
sician and two persons not members of 
the City Council, appointed by 
the 


Mayor 
and Aldermer.." The statute 


.further provided as follows: "The term 
j of oflice of the appointed members shall 
be two yea'rs, and one of them shall re- 
lire from office on the first Monday of 
February In each year." The record of 
the appointment of Mr. Bayles and Dr. 
Field does not show that they were ap- 
pointed to be .members of said. Board 
from 
und after the first Monday 
of 


February r.ext succeeding their ap- 
pointment respectively, but there can 
be no doubt that each of them was ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy which would 
be caused by the expiration of the term 
of off.ce of a member of the Board on 
the first Monday 
of February 
then 


next ensuing. 


It will therefore be seen that the term 


of office; of Mr. Bayles expired the first 
Monday of February 1835, and that of 
Dr. Field the first Monday of February, 
1S96, 
while the term of office of Dr. Por- 


ter as city physician has not yet ex- 
pired. 


Chapter 174 of the Acts of 1894 pro- 


vides that "Members of the Board of 
Health In cities, appointed by the May- 
or and Aldermen under the provisions 
of Section Eight of Chapter Eighty.of 
the Public Statutes, shall continue to 
hold their office ofter^the expiration of 
their regular terms u~htil their respec- 
tive successors are appointed." 
As no 


successor to Mr. Bayles was appointed 
the Lowell Board of Health undoubted- 
ly consisted of the two appointed mem- 
bers above named 
and Dr. Omer P. 


Porter by virtue of his office as cits- 
physician on April 00, 1895. the time 
when Chapter 332 of the Acts of 1S95 
took effect. Section 2 of this last named 
act repeals said Section 8 of Chapter 
80 of the Public Statutes, but Section 1 
of the Act of 1395 provides that "Mem- 
bers of existing boards shall continue 
to hold office until the appointment of a 
new board In accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act." 
The only appoint- 


ment made under the act of 1895 was 
that 'of Thomas F. Harrington, who 
was 
nominated and 
confirmed as 
a, 


member 
of the Board 
of Health 
for 


three years, from the first Monday In 
February. ]S95. Was this appointment 
made In accordance with the Act of 
1595? Was it the appointment of a, "new 
board" \v;chln tile meaning of the Act? 
Can the Act of 1S9I) be so construed In 
connection with the Act of 1894 above 
referred to as to authorize the appoint- 
ment of a single member under the la- 
ter Act to take the place of one of the 
old members, and If so, which of the 
old members does 
the new 
member 


succeed? It Is not easy to give a rea- 
sonable construction to the Act of 1895. 
The attempt to do so Is very like an ef- 
fort to find reasonable and consistent 
design and purpose In that which Is In 
reality simply an accident.' 
' ' 


Sec.tlon 1 of the Act of 1895 reads as 


follows: "In each city except Boston 
there shall be appointed by the Mayor 
subject to confirmation or rejection by 
the Board of Aldermen, except where 
other 
provision is made In the 
City 


Charter, a Board of Health consisting 
of three members, who shall hold office 
for the term of three years, from the 
first Monday In February next succeed- 
ing 
their appointment, one of whom 


shall be a doctor of medicine. 
They 


sliall not be members of the City Coun- 
cil. (Tf such boards are not already In 
existence appointments shall be made 
as herein provided, one for the term of 
one year, one for the term of two years, 
and one for the term of three years; 
and thereafter one member shall be ap- 
pointed 
annually 
for 
the 
term 
of 


three years, from the first Monday.in 
February next 
succeeding- such 
ap- 


pointment.) Members of existing boards 
shall continue to hold office until the 
appolntrhent of a new board In accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Act. 
All vacancies shall be filled by appolr.t- 
ment for the unexplred term as above 
provided. Each member so appointed 
shall 
be subject to removal by the 


Mayor for cause, and shall receive such 
compensation as the City Council shall 
£rom time to time determine/' 


The natural construction of this stat- 


ute would be to exclude as Inapplicable 
to this City the clause which I have in- 
closed- in brackets, beginning "It sucli 
boards are not already in existence," 
because a Board of Health was In ex- 
istence in Lowell at the time when this 
Act was passed and took effect. Leav- 
Inp this -out, the Statute plainly re- 
quires the Mayor to appoint a Board of 
Health consisting of three members, 
each of whom are to hold office for a 
term of three years, from the first Mon- 
day in February next succeeding such 
appointment.

would give us .a Board of Health, every 
member of which would go'out of office 
by the expiration of his. term at the 
same time.

ed, or In cities or where no board of the 
kind described existed. It will be re- 
membered that Chapter 133 of the Acts 
of 1S77, the provisions of which are In- 
corporated !n Chapter SO of the Public 
Statutes, was not compulsory but left 
the question of the establishment oE a 
Board of Health In any city to be de- 
cided by a popular vote and was only 
operative In cities where its provisions 
had been accepted by such vote. 


In cities which had not accepted this 


i Act the provisions of Section 4 of Chap- 


ter SO of the Public Statutes were in 
force. This Section provides as follows: 


"Except where different provision Is 


made by law the City Council of a city 
may appoint a Board of Health; may 
constitute either branch of such coun- 
cil or a Joint or separate committee of 
their body a Board of Health either 
for general or special purposes," etc. 


Under this Statute it will be seen that 


a variety of Boards of Health may 
have existed In the different cities of 
the Commonwealth when the Act of 
1S95 
was passed, and It seems reason- 


able to suppose that one of the objects 
"of the Act was to establish Boards of 
Health which should be uniform as to 
their constltutlo'n and terms of office. 
Some of the cities acting under said 
Section. 4 of Chapter .8(1 of the Public 
Statutes may have established Boards 
of Health precisely 
similar to 
those, 


provided for by the Act of 1S05. If so 
then such cities are excluded from the- 
provisions of the 
clause of the 
Act 


which I have enclosed in brackets in 
the above quotation by the words "if 
such boards ore not already In exist- 
ence," but the clause is applicable to 
all other cities Included In the Act, for 
though 
they may 
have a Board of 


Health, It Is not such board as Is con- 
templated by ar-d provided for In the 
Act. 


If this construction of the Act Is cor- 


rect, It follows. I think.- that the ap- 
pointment in January- last of Dr. Har- 
rington was not an appointment of "a 
new board In accordance with the pro- 
visions" of the Act, and the old mem- 
bers, namely: l\Ir. Bayles and Doctors 
Field and Porter are new members of 
and constitute the present board. 


Under any construction of the Stat- 


utes I cannot see how It would be pos- 
sible to hold that the appointment of a 
single member was the appointment of 
"a new board;" nor can I find, assum- 
ing the appointment of Dr. Harrington 
to be otherwise valid, any means by 
which to determine which of the old 
members should give place to him as 
the appointment does not 
designate 


which of the members he is to succeed. 
I believe It was generally understood 
at the time the appointment was made, 
that he was to succeed the city 'physi- 
cian, and If the law under which the 
Board was constituted simply author- 
ized the city physician to act with the 
Board, It might reasonably be claimed 
that the law having been repealed by 
the Act of 1695, he was no longer au- 
thorized so to act and Dr. Harrington 
took his place, but the law made him 
a, member oC the Boa.rd, and I see no 
reason for holding that the clause of 
the Act of 1895. providing that members 
of existing Boards shall hold their of- 
fice until the 
appointment 
of &. new 


Board, does not apply to him as well 
as to -the appointed members. 


I have reached the conclusions herein 


stated with great reluctance not wholly 
or chiefly because of any pride of opinT 
Ion or unwillingness to confess myself 
in error, but because of the Influence 
/ny former letter 
may have had 
In 


le'adlng you to take what I now believe 
to have been erroneous action. 


Of course It -!s by no means certain 


that the construction, of the Statute 
which I have herein adopted Is theucon- 
Struction which would be adoptee! by 
the court, if the question were brought 
before It,' which I "hope will be done so 
that we may have It. authoritatively 
settled.

He Formally Accepts His Nomina- 


tion at Madison Square Garden 
Amid Tremendous Applause— 
Men of all Parties Cheer the 
Great Orator—Mr. Bryan De- 
fends Chicago Platform. 


New York, Autr. 13.—William 
Jen- 


nings Bryan of Nebraska and Arthur 
Bewail of Maine, were last night for- 
mally notlded-or their nomination by the 
Democratic party for the offices of-Presi- 
dent and vice president, at a meeting In 
the big Madison Sauare Garden, which 
was a notable political event, and a re- 
markable climax to the remarkable tour 
of the presidential candidate across half 
the continent. An army of unnumbered 
thousands filled the streets for several 
squares about the building. In a vain 
hope of securing admission. 


Notwithstanding the" excellence of the 


police arrangements, the multitude ot 
people who gathered In Madison Square 
park, and 
on Madison avenue and 


Twenty-sixth street, made several wild 
rushes to break through the lines. Twice 
w.is the crowd successful in reaching the 
doors of the garden, only to be drlvan 
back by the police, who acted with as 
much forbearance 
as the emergency 


permitted. 
Night sticks were raised, 


but only in a few instances did they fall. 
Only one man, so far as the police knew, 
was hurt in these rushes. In the hall, 
which was a f.ery furnace, Mr. Bryan 
spoke to 20.000 ticket holders for nearly 
two hours. 


His ttddrogs dealt almost entirely with 


the financial question; was more argu- 
mentative, and less eloquent than his 
historical Chicago speech, which "won for 
him a presidential nomination, and only 
In a closing appeal to tile citizens of New- 
York did he speak in the strain which 
had captured ihe Chicago convention. 
He was surrounded by many of the sil- 
ver leaders, some of whom had been 
rival aspirants for his place on the 
ticket. The Democratic leaders of New 
York, with tbe exception of Former 
State Treasurer Elliot Danforth, who 
presided over the meeting, and Cbn- 
yresaman William Sulzer, who organ- 
ized the first .Bryan club in the state, 
v/ere. absent, 


Mr. Sewall spoke briefly after Mr. 


Bryan, and -was heartily cheered. Gov- 
ernor Stone of Missouri delivered the 
notification speech, which declared that 
the work of the Chicago convention had 
been the work of the plain people, ar.d 
that Bryan was their candidate. 


After the notification meeting, llr. 


Bryan was driven to the Hotel 
Bar- 


tholdl, facing Madison square, where he 
spoke again, standing on a balcony with 
Mr. Sewall and Mrs. Bryan, who shared 
with her husband all the honors and at- 
tention of the day. 
This second au- 


dience, standing in the streets, seemed 
to be composed mostly of worklngmen, 
and

exhorted 
them to 


support the cause of free silver, with ono 
of the most effective open air speeches 
which he has made in the campaign.

THE EEAB, OE WAR 


J'revoats England From Settling tlie Cretan 


Question. 


London. Aug. 13.—George N. Curzon, 


parliamentary secretary of the foreign 
office, mada a statement to the house 
yesterday, regarding affairs in the Isl- 
and or Crete. He deprecated the forma- 
tion of any hasty opinion on the subject 
There has been a proposal of the powers, 
he said, to assist Turkey In effecting a 
blockade at Crete, but England had 
thought It advisable to look P. little fur- 
ther before Joining in such a movement. 
It was a doubtful thing to'interfere be- 
tween sovereign and subjects, and es- 
pecially to suppress to some extent, ex- 
cusable rebellion. 


The government, he said, had declined 


to give the sultan the assistance of a 
Uritish flcel. xvithout a quid pro quo In 
the shapu of a security, or guarantees 
to Crete. Lord Salisbury, he said, was 
willing to consider Joining in a guaran- 
tee with, the oiher powers. 
Mr. Curzon 


did not believe that any of the parties 
concerned favored the annexation ol 
Crete to Greece. 


The government, ho added, had not 


abandoned hope of a solution of the dif- 
ficulties. 
British men-of-war had ren- 


dered almost Invaluable assistance in 
preventing an outbreak of disturbances. 


Here there was an outbreak among the 


Irish members o£ cries of "shame," ;LiiJ 
Timothy Healy exclaimed: "Why don't 
you take the side o£ tho Christians?" 


Mr. Curzon said that the government 


had tried to avoid taking sides. Some- 
thing more permanent than had yet been 
suggested was necessary, he said, for a 
real settlement. 


Henry Flower said that the govern- 


ment was pursuingapro-Turkish policy. 


Arthur Balfour. in reply, denied Mr. 


Powler's statement. The government, 
hi? said, had been unsparing in its efforts 
to secure good government Cor Crete. 
There was danger of war if any cine 
power rushed in to settle the problem in 
such a rough and ready manner. After 
repeating Mr. Curzon's statements, Mr. 
E;ilfour concluded by saying that the 
government was conscious of Its respon- 
sibility for avoiding what might prove a 
catastrophe incomparably greater than 
the horrors already heard o£.

Porter by virtue of his office as city 
physician on April 30, 1S95, the time 
when Chapter 332 of the Acts of 1895 
took effect. Section 2 of this last named 
act repeals said Section S of Chapter 
SO ot the Public Statutes, but Section 1 
of the Act of 1895 provides that "rMem- 
bers of existing boards shall continue 
to hold office until the appointment of a 
new board in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act." 
The only appoint- 


ment made under the act of 1S95 was 
that of Thomas F. Harrington, who 
was nominated and 
confirmed as 
a 


member of the Board of Health 
for 


three years, from the first Monday In 
February. 1S9G. Was this appointment 
made In accordance with the Act of 
1895? "Was It the appointment of a "now 
board" within the meaning of the Act? 
Can the Act of 1S95 be so construed In 
connection with the Act of 1394 abovt 
referred to as to authorize the appoint- 
ment of a single inember under the la- 
ter Act to take the place of one of the 
old members, and 1f so, which of the 
old 
members doee the new 
member 


succeed? It Is not easy to give a rea- 
sonable construction to the Act of 1895. 
The attempt to do so is very like an ef- 
fort to find reasonable and consistent 
design and purpose In that which Is In 
reality simply an accident. 


Section 1 of the Act of 1S95 reads as 


follows: "In each city except Boston 
there shall be appointed by the Mayor 
subject to confirmation 01- rejection by 
the T3oard o£ Aldermen, except where 
other provision Is made In the City 
Charter, a Board of Health consisting 
of three members, who shall hold office 
for the term of three years, from the 
first Monday In February next succeed- 
Inp their appointment, one of whom 
shall be a doctor of medicine. 
They 


shall not be members of the City Coun- 
cil. 
(If such boards are not already In 


existence appointments shall be made 
as herein provided, one for the term of 
one year, one for the term of two years, 
and one for the term of three years; 
and thereafter one member shall be ap- 


Board of Health In any city to be de- 
cided by a popular vote and was only 
operative in citi'es where its provisions 
had been accepted by such vote. 


In cities which had not accepted this 


Act the provisions of Section 4 of Chap- 
ter SO o° the Public Statutes were In 
force. This Section provides as follows: 


"Except where different provision Is 


made by law the City Council of a clty 
may appoint a Board of Heal:h; may 
constitute either branch of such coun- 
cil or a. joint or separate committee of 
their body a Board of Health either 
for general or special purposes," etc. 


Under this Statute It wlll'be seen that 


a variety of Boards of Health may 
have existed In the different cities of 
the Commonwealth when the Act of 
1S95 
was passed, and it seems reason- 


able to suppose that one of the objects 


j of the Act was to establish Boards of 
Health which should be uniform as to 
their constitution and terms of ofTlce. 
Some of the cities acting v.nder said 
Section 4 of Chapter 80 of the Public 
Statutes may have established Boards 


those 
If so 
then such cities are excluded from the 


of the 
Act 


brackets In 
the above quotation by the words "If 
such boards are not already in exist- 
ence," but the clause Is applicable to 
all other cities Included In the Act. for 
though they may 
have a. Board 
ot 
Health, It Is not such board as Is con- 
templated by and provided for in the 
Act. 


If this construction of the Act Is cor- 


rect, it follows. I think, that the ap- 
pointment in January last of Dr. Har- 
rington was not an appointment of "a. 
new board In accordance 'with the pro- 
visions" o;: the Act, and the old mem- 
bers, namely: Mr. Bayles and Doctors 
Field and Porter are new members of 
and constitute the present board. 


Under any construction of the Stat- 


utes I cannot see how It v;ould be pos- 
sible to hold'that the appointment of a 
single member was the appointment of 
"a new board;" nor can I find, assum- 
ing tho appointment of Dr. Harrington 
to be otherwise valid, any means by 
whlch to determine which of the old 
members should give place to him as 
the appointment 
does not designate

Act was passed and took effect. Leav- 
ing this nut. the Statute plainly re- 
quires the Mayor to appoint a Board of 
Health consisting of three 
members, 


each o£ whom are to ho"ld office for a 
term of three years, from the first Mon- 
day in February next succeeding such 
.appointment.

this construction 


would give us a Board of Health, every 
member or which would go out of office 
by the expiration of his term at the 
same time.
